“Blind Pool’ Operation Was Stopped 
By Postoffice Department. 

The history of “blind pools” is a 

story of “get-rich-quick” fraud and 

despoiled investors, the usual wild 


promises of sudden wealth held out 


by all blue-sky financiers, who have 
“solved the most intricate problems 
of the business world.” and who 
generously offer to “share profits 
with anybody who -has money to 
invest. 

Five of these so-called “blind 
pools” flourished in New York and 
ether Bastern cities until the Post- 
office Department, following an t[n- 
vestigation by the Better Business 
Bureau of New York and the Mary-

HE “piece de resistance” of 

T Preiuaices, Third Series,’ is the 

section entitled “On Being an 
American.’ Hardly one of the whole 
farrago of national imbecilities es- 
capes in the book and most of them 
are properly classified in the initial 
eection, already named. 

We see that, except for a chapter 
oh the late James Huneker, a “Foot- 
note on Criticism,” a section on 
poetry, a few paragraphs on Frank 
Harris. and Havelock Ellis, and @ 
theme on the future of the American 
novel—except for these we see that 
Mencken has largely left the field of 
letters. He is now concerned pri- 
marily with political thought, with 
social and economic activities rather 
than with literature. 

I, for one, am t oth glad and sorry. 
We need all his strength and alert 
vigor in letters, and I sincerely hope 
that he will never get so attached to 
his new problems that he will not be 
able to make occasional forays into 
the camps of the pseudo-literati and 
that he will not be too engrossed to 
hoist the petard of the youngsters 
whom be has so solicitously nursed. 
On the other hand, it must be obvi- 
ous thet we need him still more in 
political battlefields than we do in 
letters. | 

There are some changes that will 
come about. Of this I am certain. 
Mencken carries the most effective 
weapon in the world, ridicule. It was 
this that made him the national 
leader of letters. Other men, per- 
haps, were just as good or even bet- 
ter’ critics, other men were better 
masters of the language, others had 
read more. Indeed, I can point toa 
half hundred books of belles-letters, 

excellent books, superior books, that 

were wri in the American dark 
ages, vetefeen 1900 and 1918 (and 
even earliér) before Mencken Tad 
really eriérged. Indeed, Mencken 
himself wrote an excellent one on 

Nietzeche in 1910, and the best book 

I have ever read on Ibsen was writ- 

ten by an American and published in 

1912.° 

But n of these other critics, 

of om antedated Mencken 
bya number of years—Huneker 
is x luminous exam ple—had 

Menckén’s superb destructive bent, 

his ribald and deadly wig his devas- 

tating, gay sneer. It was thése 
qualities which attracted his rehders, 
even as they attracted readers in the 
day of ft, Defee, Addison and 

Steele.

(The president of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, for instance, had 
me ree all the campus pub- 
licationg of which I was !iterary edi- 
tor for praising John Kenneth Tur- 
ner’s book, “Shall It Be Again?’’)

Hauptmann, among all the great 
playwrights, has had this honor 
bestowed upon him by the Gov- 
ernment of his own country. 

Last summer, when the festi- 
val in honor of the playwright’s 
sixtieth anniversary was held in 
Breslau, the capital of Haupt- 
mann’s native Province of Sile- 
sia, three of his dramas were 
given during the whole of one 
week. 

The Hauptmann festival, 
which was formally opened by 
the President of the German 
Republic, Herr Ebert, was held 
under the auspices of the Pro- 
vincial Government of Silesia 
and the city of Breslau. The 
occasion became notable for a 
striking expression of idealistic 
republican sentiment. President 
Ebert, a workman himself, de- 
clared that Hauptmann stood 
for the aspirations of the work- 
ing people of Germany as no 
other dramatist has ever done. 
Other prominent speakers on 
the occasion declared that 
Hauptmann expressed in art, 
better than any other German, 
all that deep sense of sympathy 
with the needs of the human be- 
ing to which the new German 
Constitution attempted to givea 
legal embodiment. 


The sixtieth birthday 
Hauptmann is marked in 
America by the publication of 
Hauptmann’s novel, “Phantom,” 
in English translation. His 
universal appeal as a dramatist 
is attested by the continued run 
of “Rose Bernd” in which Ethel 
Barrymore still plays to large 
houses in New York.

ALKAN kings have had numer- 
Bons difficulties retaining their 
thrones and their vicissitudes 
have provided the material for many 
novels.

Cappy Ricks, Mr. Kyne's well- 
loved and hard-worked central] char- 
acter, decides to retire, and through- 
out this volume he tries steadily 
to retire, but so many unusual cir- 
cumstances arise, and so many im- 
portant things are going on that he 
is still in harness at the end. One 
of the best of the stories is of Matt 
Peasley, Cappy’s big, wholesome, 
two-fisted son-in-law, bringtng home 
the schooner “Retriever” from Ma- 
nila. Hverybody on board but Matt 
died of the bubonic plague, but that 
hairy viking worked her in “ship 
and freight intact,” single-handed 
and alone, and five months overdue. 

Another of the stories is of the 
smashing fight on the steamer Nar- 
cissus (a name somewhat borrowed 
from Conrad), which craft a Germain 
crew had stolen. The skipper was in 
irons and the enemy sailors made 
ready to transship the Narcissus’ 
cargo of coal to German warships cat 
sea. The action comes when the 
chief engineer frees the skipper and 
the two of them regain control cf 
their ship. 

Each .story hangs on to the one 
preceding it, and the collections are 
held together by many threads, two 
of which have to do with love af- 
fairs. 

In the end, Cappy is made a mem- 
ber of the War Shipping Board by 
the President, just the thing to round 
out his long, whimsical career.

The pro- 
Visions are carefully prepared in ad- 
vance and some of the meals are 
taken at the cafe. The father and 
the two children attend to work ab- 
solutely necessary while the mother 
rests, reads, goes to church and 
otherwise takes it easy. 

Treated as Guest.

For example, the % size can 
of various potted hams costs 60c, 
while the \% size costs 30c—a loss of 
5c, with no gain in amount. 


In many cases it would be more 
desirable if the buyer could purchase 
certain foods in still lerger contain- 
ers.
